Guazzling of British Liquor by 
Moslems Results in New 
Official Protest 


LONDON, July 22. (Exclu- 
sive)—The white race is unit- 
ed at last against any in- 
fringement on its superiority 
by colored people. London, Par- 
is, Rome and Berlin have 
agreed on a joint note to Af- 
ghanistan protesting against 
the diplomatic outrage last 
March, when a diplomatic cou- 
rier from India to Kabul was 
upset in the mountain passes 
by hillsmen and his car 
robbed of a case of whisky for 
the British Minister of Ka- 
bul. 

The Moslem hilismen sam- 
pled the liquor, returning on- 
ly the empty bottles and as- 
serting that the liquor was 
spilled, but the evidence seemed 
to indicate that they drank 
it. 

A protest was made against 
this diplomatic hi-jacking but 
the Emir's government took the 
matter as a joke and replied 
in a frivolous vein. This was

Told by Summerall 


Maitland and Hegenberger 
Lauded at Dinner 


Pacific Protection by Air 
Bombers Assured 


WASHINGTON, July 22. ()—Vast 
military importance involving control 
of the Pacific, attaches to the suc- 
cessful flight of the army aviators, 
Maitland and Hegenberger, from Call- 
fornia to Hawai. 

This was disclosed by Maj.-Gen. 
Summerall, chief of the army Gen- 
eral Staff, in an address last night at 
a dinner in honor of the young 
Neutenants given by the National 
Aeronautical Association. 

“From a military point of view, 
considering the necessities of the 
defense in the Pacific,” Gen. Sum- 
merall said, “their accomplishment 
is the most vital since the construc- 
tion of the Panama Canal.” 

The army chief of staff declared 
that it had long been. recognized 
that the nation holding the Ha- 
walian Islands has the military key to 
the Pacific, controlling the eastern 
portion of that vast ocean as well 
as the Western coast of the United 
States. 

The successful negotiation of the 
vast stretch of sea from California 
to Hawali by air, he added, had sim- 
plified the matter of the defense of 
the islands as well ag the other Pa- 


ag possessions cf the United States.

Military experts long have sought 
for means of shrinking the distance 
to the mid-Pacific possessions by the 
use of the airplane and they have 
been working on the problem steadily 
for more than a half-dozen years.

INCORRIGIBLES 


If the Municipal Power Bureau needed 

a more convincing demonstration that the 
Los Angeles public lacks confidence in it 
than was furnished at the election it was 
given by the referendum petition containing 
29,000 signatures, filed to hold up an ordt- 
nan: which would have given the bureau 
practically unrestricted borrowing power. 

In the election two of the Power Bureau‘s 
pet Projects, dressed in their most attrac- 
tive form since they did not—apparently— 
require the expenditure of any tax money, 
went down to overwhelming defeat. This 
might have taught the bureat a lesson, but 
did not. The presentation of the referen- 
dum may. This petition was not advertised 
except by word of mouth; there was no 
public announcement that it was being cir- 
culated, yet it seems to have obtained al- 
most. spontaneously more than twice the 
number of signatures ed. it 

This indicates an even more widespread 
distrust of the Power Burean and all its 
works than the election figures disclosed. 

The adherence of the bureau to the prin- 
ciple of the referendum, of which Dr. John 
R. Haynes of the Power Bureau has always 
been a leading exponent, its devotion to the 
speedy carrying out of the eople's will and 
the various other things to which it has 
given lip service in its various public an- 
nouncements, were again illustrated in the 
action of the bureau in trying to get the 
referéndum petition ruled out on a techni- 
eality, 
onstrated »vefore when, in the face of a large 
popular vot. disapproving of the proposed 
steam plant at the harbor, the bureau tried 
to get Judge Shaw to modify his injunction 
forbidding the use of its revenues for this 
unauthorizec purpose. They were similarly 
demonstrated when the bureau got the City 
Council to pass the ordinance permitting 
unregulated borrowing. They were demon- 
strated in tte last days of the late lame- 
duck City Council, when the bureau tried 
to hamstring its only competitor by forbid- 
ding it to distrtibute electric current except 
for lightin,, a ple of spitc:ul pettiness be- 
yond anything even the Power Bureau had 
ever attempted before. 


understanding that, like other public offi- 
cials, their actions are and must be subject 
to public control. Their impatience with 
the voters who have refused them the grants 
of power and of money they asked may be 
understood better than their attitude of ar- 
rogance. which goes far beyond the publle- 
bedamned” attitude for which Commodore 
Vanderbilt was ¢ criticised.

It is true that control by an electorate 
which reserves the right to change its mind 
at frequent intervals is a handicap to any 
business. It is a handicap inseparable from 
municipal ownership, however, and was vol- 
untarily assumed by the bureau, cince the 
present membership of that body contains 
the principal advocates of putting the city 
into the power business in the first place. 
They attempted to minimize it then, to dis- 
miss it as of no importance. 

If they have discovered since that they 
were wrong they should make public con- 
fession of the fact and admit what has been 
proved many times, that the fact that a 
business pays no taxes does not compen- 
sate for lack of efficiency in conductiag it 
and that municipal ownership cannot com- 


vate enterprise. 

They will make no such admission, of 
course, because to do so would forfeit their 
jobs and politicians will cling to their jobs 
in spite of everything. But the fact is plain 
for anyone to see, and a majority of the 
public appears to have seen it. 


DEAL IN CHINA 

Shanghai cables to the effect that the 
revolution staged by the Nationalists has 
spent its force and is no longer in a posi- 
tion to make war against the Peking gov- 
ernment. China is preparing for a new 
deal. Former foes will become allies in the 
endeavor to rid the country of foreign dom- 
inance. | 

The report that Gen. Chiang Kal-Shek is 

to join forces with his old enemy, Gen. 
Chang Tso-Lin, the Manchurian war lord, 
now in possession of Peking, has been con- 
firmed. When this coalition is effected it 
will be a sad day for the Hankow group, 
which will be greatly outnumbered and may 
have to yield up the reins of government 
in that southern section of China which it 
now holds. Chang and Chiang would have 
about 450,000 men in all, while the Nation- 
alists have but 120,000. 
Mme. Sun Yat Sen, widow of the organ- 
izer of the Nationalist party, who has been 
taking a prominent part in its councils, has 
openly declared her defection and has re- 
tired to private life. She says that the 
principles of Dr. Sun Yat San have been 
subordinated to the military factions over- 
riding the civilian groups. 
But as both Chang and Chiang stand for 
the autonomy of China and when united 
will take firm steps toward establishing its 
independence, some of the main ideas of 
Dr. Sun's program may yet prevail, and 
there is hope for a new and stronger China 
under their leadership. 5 
Poor old war-torn China, embreiled and 
embattled for so many years, has no great- 
er wish than that peace may be restored. 
Her war lords have ridden over her rough- 
shod in all directions for so long a time 
and she has been parceled out for exploita- 
tion by so many factions that she longs for 
an end of the turmoil and for a chance to 
settle down to her old quiet ways. She 
has not known a really peaceful state of 
affairs since Dr. Sun’s revolution in 1911. 
Had the patriotic Sun kept the reigns of 
government it doubtless would have been 
a different story, but he handed them over 
to Yuan Shi-kai, who, as well as his suc- 
cessors, made matters even worse for the 
people than they were under the Manchus. 
The political“ and economic domination of 
China by the foreign powers was left un- 
questioned, and only with the rise of the 
Nationalists have they been challenged in 
a way to command the attention and re- 
spect of other nations.

“ALIFORNIA’S PROSPERITY 

Figures compiled by the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue at Washington show 
that California income tax collections for 
the year ending June 30, 1927, exceeded coi- 
lections for the previous fiscal year by 10, 
563,335. The sum collected in the fiscal 
year 1925-26 was $101,712,719, and the last 
fiscal year yielded $112,276.054. Tue in- 


crease noted Is more than 10 per cent and 


as the tax rate was the same for both fiscal 
years the greater income collection is {n- 
dubitable evidence of a 10-per-cent increase 
in income in California. | 

A furthei significant fact, emphasising 
the substantial’ character of California's 
financial growth, relates to the slump of 
$216,031,255.41 in the nation’s collection on 
miscellaneous taxes—such as levies on to- 
bacco, distilled spirits, amusement tickets 
and other special taxes. By reason of a 
$245,726,873.08 increase in individual and 
corporation income-tax collections the na- 
tional total was $26,695,617.67 greater for 
the last iscal year than in 1925-26 and near 
ly one-half of the total increase for the na 
tion was accounted for by California’s leap 
of ten and a half millions. California col- 


-lections on tobacco, amusement tickets and 


other special levies declined proportionate- 


ir with other States, but, despite the re- 


duction in this connection, the great ad- 
vance in California individual and corpo- 
ration income-tax collections made up al- 
most one-ha'f the total national increase. 

Until more detailed figures relating to 
California Federal collections are published 
the exact nature of the California increase 
cannot be stated. Part of it is doubtless 
due to taxes paid by newcomert who have 
come to California to establish their homes 
here. Mahy of thosé who are increasing 
the State’s census are of the well-to-do class 
who engage in normal activity soon after 
arriving here and thereby add both to our 
population and prosperity. 

General prosperity throughout the State 
must be credited in the main for the figures 
showing that Califogaia alone contributed 
little short of half of the total national in- 
come-tax increase for the year. The 10-per- 
cent increase probably closely paraliels the 
increase in population, but the greater por- 
tion of the ten and a half millions is not 
due to more people, but to a greater degree 
of well-being in agriculture, industry and 
business turoughout the State. 

California leads the nation in financial 
growth as well as in growth of population. 
Ite progress is so well balanced and its 
prosperity so stabilized that each year finds 
the State becoming a more and more im- 
portant factor in the life of the whole na- 
tion. &
